29.—Because 
telegraphed statements. from cities 
throughout the ‘country indicate it is 
almost impossible’ to ‘help  non- 
residents find work just now, J. Rog- 
ers Flannery, of Pittsburgh, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Travelers’ Aid Societies, issued from 
the New York offices of the associa- 
tion a warning against migration of 
the jobless. _He has requested the 
co-dperation of agencies of 
in discouraging the tendency of the 
temporarily unemployed aimlessly to 
drift from their home communities to 
larger centers of population, where 
their presence intensifies the difficul- 
ties faced by each community. He 
feels that the unemployed transients 
constitute one of the very serious 
phases of the present business situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Flannery said, ‘Telegrams 
from travelers’ aid societies through- 
out the country show clearly that 
just now it is of first importance for 
ynemployed people to remain in the 
communities: where they -are known 
and where there is the best chance 
for them to get work or to secure 
relief.

SOLDIERS FIELD, CHICAGO, 
Nov. 29.—Over 100,000 people, sitting 
in a cold, driving rain. saw Notze 
Dame beat. the Army, 7 to 6, this aft- 
ernoon in one of the most thrilling. 
finishes in football history. 

With only a few minutes left to 
play in the fourth period and after 
both attacks. had been broken “=p 
over a quagmire field,  Marchmont 
Schwartz, the elusive Notre. Dame 
halfback, suddenly started from his 
own 46-yard line for what looked, to be 
an end sweep, then cut in «hickly 
just outside of tackle with Brill. 
Carideo and Metzger interfering, and 
behind’ ’this _ magnificent blocking 
sprinted 54 yards across a field of 
mud and grease for the touchdown 
that put Notre. Dame in front. 
Carideo kicked goal. 

Just a few plays later the Army 
had Notre Dame back to its 
own 17-yard line, where Carideo 
had to kick: As he took the ball 
Miller, of the Army, came spin- 
ning through and blocked the kick 
which bounded back across the 
Notre Dame goal line. Trice, the 
big Army lineman. was on top 
of the ball—and he must have 
dived ten feet to cover it for the 
Army touchdown. 


This put the entire issue of the 
day up to Brochaus, the Army’s a 
kicking expert, who was hurriedly 
rushed into action for this one game- 
saving play. But Brochaus’ attempt- 
ed drop-kick. was blocked by about 
half the Notre Dame team, who fell 
upon him like the surf. He had no 
chance to get the kick away. 

ON TO CALIFORNIA, 

So, by this margin of 1 point, 
Notre Dame will carry its unbeaten 
campaign on to California this next 
week to face Southern California in 
the football battle of the year. 

There have been few games 
played under sych adverse con- 
ditions. The field was a mix- 
ture of quagmire and swamp, 
slime and mud. cold winter 
rain beat down upon the great 
crowd who sat and watched the 
two teams skid and stumble over 
the treacherous turf that gave no 
cleats a gripping chance. 

For three periods neither team 
could make any headway, although 
Notre Dame carried the ball to the 
Army’s 6-yard line in the final quar- 
ter where the Westerners covered an 
Army fumble. But the Rockne ate 
tack, with all its speed and decep- 
tion, was lost in the mud and the 
Army repulsed the final charge. 

FIELD GOAL FAILS. 

Carifleo then tried a field goal from 
his own 15-yard line but the ate 
tempt skidded far to the right as a 
muddy shoe struck a mud-covered ball 
that must have weighed as much as 
a 16-nound shot, 

While slightly outplayed, the 
Army was keeping Notre Dame 
well at bay as the minutes wore 
away and a scoreless tie seemed 
certain. Notre Dame had missed 
three chances to score. 

The ball was now in Notre Dame 
territory with only four minutes left 
perhaps even a little less. The wet,

Already cities in other states have 
been sued and cast in damages for 
negligence, the negligence consist- 
ing in allowing unqualified persons 
to drive motor cars, which are po- 
tential murder-molochs, on their 
streets. There is strong common 
law for such verdicts,’ in the ab- 
sence of express statutes, and the 
common law obiains in Georgia 
when not changed or modified by 
Statute,

In 
the Texas case the legislature in 
its attempt to regulate and protect 
primaries had provided that only 
white voters should participate in 
democratic primaries. That was 
clearly an ‘“‘act of the state’ and 
contrary to the constitutional 
amendments. The court so de- 
cided. 


As James G. Blaine said, in his 
“Twenty Years in Congress,” “Both 
of those amendments operate as in- 
hibitions upon thé power of the 
state, and do not have reference to 
those irregular acts of the people 
which find no atithorization in the 
public statutes. They do not op- 
erate directly upon the people, and 
therefore congress is not endowed 
with the pertinent and applicable 
power to give redress.” 

A political party, acting upon its 
own motion, and claiming no statu- 
tory warrant, is free to make what- 
ever rules will serve its policy. It 
can include or exclude whatever 
class of voters it will from its pri- 
maries, leaving such excluded free 
at the regular elections to vote for 
or against the primary nominees. 
Against that freedom of party will 
neither congress nor the courts can 
constitutionally go.

Xenophanes and Pythagoras, both 


Ionians, but men of widely different 
views, mark the passing of early phi- 
losophy from the east to the west, from 
Ionia to Hellas (Greece) proper and 
to Sicily and the southwestern part 
of Italy, which became known as 
Magna Graecia. 

Pythagoras identified himself with 
the religion of the time and institnt- 
ed an order of his own. Not so Xenoph- 
anes. On the contrary, Nenophanes 
rejected all the stories and myths re- 


tacked the anthropomorphic element 
in the religion of the people. Anthro- 
pomorphism is the ascription of hu- 
man qualities and characteristics to 
divine or supernatural beings, repre- 
senting them as with human forms 
and“ voices, wearing clothes, acting 
as mortals, having earthly -passions 
and vices, committing sins, etc. Xenoph- 
anes, in particular, denounced the 
early poets, Homer and Hesiod; the 
latter was a didactic poet of the

among mortals, as stealings and adul- 


'teries and deceivings of one another. 


Xenophanes declared that men’ con- 
ceive their gods as like themselves.

Hundreds of years later Spinoza 
expressed himself similarly in a let- 
ter to a critic who had taken ex- 
ception to his impersonal conception 
of the Deity.

Wandering Philosopher 
Banished From Native City 


. Menophanes was a wanderer 
from the age of 25 when, it is said, 
he was banished from his native 
city, Kolophon, in Ionia, on ac- 
count of his ridiculing Homer and 
Hesiod, beloved of the people, and 
poking fun at their anthropomor- 
phie gods. 

He traveled about from place to 
place, not content to remain long 
in any.. He visited nearly all the 
principal cities and towns in Hel- 
las, Sicily and southern Italy. One 
day he met Empedocles on a coun- 
try road in Sicily. Empedocles 
was a much younger man; he was 
a poet and philosopher, too, and 
also a physician. Empedocles re- 
marked: “I cannot find a wise 
man.” “Humph!” said the sarcas- 
tic old poet. “I’m not surprised; 
it takes a wise man to know a 
wise man when he meets him.” 

Xenophanes was a contemporary 
of Pythagoras whom he knew per- 
sonally. He was opposed to the 
mystic rites and religious ceremon- 
ies of the Pythagoreans. «He did 
not believe in transmigration of 
souls. Once he came on a follower 
of Pythagoras beating a _ dog. 
“Stop!” commanded Xenophanes 
ironically, “don’t hit the poor ani- 
mal: it is the soul of a friend 
whom I recognized when I heard 
it yelp.” 

Xenophanes lived

CORDOVA, Alaska, Nov. 29.—(P) 
Part of the carcass of the lizard-like 
creature found in the ice of Glacier 
island, near here, November 10. was

preserved in Cordova today for scien- 


tifie examination. 

A description of the creature, 
lieved by resiter.ts to have lived in 
times and to have been 
‘preservea in the glacier for thousands 
was given by W. J. McDon- 
ald, superintendent of Chugach Na- 
tional forest, who headed an investi- 
gating party and returned with the 
portion of the carcass. 

MeDonald said only about 
remained on the skeleton, 
which measured 24 feet 1 inch long. 
He said it had a snout similar to the 
beak of a pelican. with a head shaped 
much like that of an elephant. 

The vertebrae immediately behind 
the head. said McDonald, were inter- 
locked with flippers on each side. The 
vertebrae, he asserted, were three- 
bladed and the flippers were made 
up of five “fingers.” Each “finger” 
had three joints or possibly more. 
No teeth were found. 

Weight of the skeleton was esti- 
mated by McDonald at 1000 pounds. 
The length of the snout was given 
as 30 inches from ita bend to the 
middie of the forehead. It was 11 
inches wide at the midsection and 29 
inches in circumference. The bone 
marrow the snout was three 
inches in diameter. 

The over-all length of the head was 
reported as 55 inches. From the back 
of the head to the end of the ribs 
the creature measured 74 inches. The 
length of the top biade of the verte 
brae was reported to he 14 inches 
and the side biade 12 inches. McDon- 
ald said there also was a perpendicu- 
lar hiade.

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Any Question, Be It Silly or Valid, Will Be Answered Gratis by a Bridge Authority

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8S THE leaping finesse all right if 
the dummy plays out of the bid- 
der’s hand?” 

Anybody who canno’ guess the 

of that question must be funnier 
than Arthur (“Bugs”) Baer, who propound- 
ed it. And the same goes for his second 
query: “Is there such a bid as three no 
clubs?” 

“Bugs” probably heard that the con- 
ductor of this forum is the only man who 
ever guaranteed an absolutely correct an- 
swer to any bridge question. He probably 
was not aware that the absolutely correct 
answer sometimes is, “I don’t know.” 

The leaping finesse, however, involves no 
deep problems. It is one of those obvious 
plays which are specially covered by the 
laws of the game. When dummy leaps 
over the table to make for the declarer 
a finesse the latter hadn't thought of, the 
opponents have the privilege of compelling 
the finesse or preventing it (Law 30, b2). 
The answer, therefore, is yes. It is all right 
for dummy to do that, since it proves him 
a-real dummy and invariably pleases the 
opponents. 


As to the “three no clubs,” there is in- 
deed such a bid, but it can be used only by 
permission of the other side. It is similar 
in meaning to “yes, we have no bananas,” 
implying “we have nobody home,” or words 
to that effect. The only disadvantage it 
carries is the impossibility of obtaining a 
partner if you wish to use such declarations. 


Information Gratis 


There is not on record a solitary case. of 
any bridge authority ever charging o* fee 
for answering a question. Several” years 
ago a canard began to go around, gener-~ 
ally involving Milton C. Work, sometimes 
other. experts. It bobbed up in different 
parts of the country, usually quoting some- 
body, as having written, asking about a 
‘pridgé law; after the answer was given 
the questioner received a bill for some large 
amount “for professional services.” The 
tale then has the supposed victim asking 
his lawyer if he must pay, the attorney 
answering in the affirmative and in turn 
presenting a bill for his services. Suffice it 
to say, that nobody has yet come forward to 
sponsor the lie and say that the experi- 
ence was his own. 


You may safely wager your life that no 
bridge authority—Work, Whitehead, Lenz, 
Shepard, Culbertson, Reith, the writer of 
this Forum or any other bridge professional 
—has ever charged any one for answering 
a question, and probably none of them ever 
will. They feel that answering such ques- 
tions is part of their obligation in serving 
the game and its players.

A Long-Awaited. Book 


Ely Culbertson resisted for years ~that 
impulse to write a book presenting his 
ideas on “approach bidding” and, since 
the advent of contract, on “forcing bids”’— 
two things for which he has become noted. 
So “The Contract Bridge Blue Book” by 
him has been long awaited’ by his admirers 
and followers. Now that it is out they 
cannot be disappointed unless they prefer 
a book which was not thorough, efficient, 
understandable, interesting and crammed 
with striking examples of each maneuver 
described. 

One very useful point stressed is the im- 
portance of seeking scores on the defensive 
when opportunity affords, since the possible 
gain on the offensive is necessarily confined 
within rather definite limits, whereas those 
obtainable for heavily setting the opponents 
are relatively unlimited. Besides search- 
ingly treating the tactics of bidding, he 
adds some truly post-graduate observations 
on the psychology of contract, presenting 
many of the stratagems used by most ad- 
vanced players.

can a bidder reveal in overcalling an orig- 
inal suit bid made at his right? 

There are very slight differences between 
systems in this situation. Practically all 
good plafers are prepared to use any one 
of seven different declarations, dependent, 
of course, on which most truly fits their 
hand: 

1. Pass, showing a hand varying from a 
worthless one to just barely beneath the 
requirements for a following or defensive 
bid. 

2. A minimum overcall with a bid of one. 
Most players with this show at least one 
and a half high card defensive tricks, at 
least three and a half or four probable 
offensive tricks. Some cut the defensive 
strength to one if extra offensive tricks are 
held. If the bid be no trump it shows also 
two stoppers of the adverse suit 

3. A minimum overcall with a suit bid Of 
two, such as two of a minor over one of a 
major. This usually shows same defensive 
strength as a one minimum overcall, but at 
least four, four and a half or five probable 
offensive tricks, the smaller when at least 
two defensive tricks are held. 

4. An informatory double (or challenge, 
if that is being used). Some require “at 
least five high cards which may take tricks,” 
some “at least three honor tricks,’ some

“at least five probable tricks, including two 
and a half to three quick tricks.” 

(All of the three foregoing require extra 
probable trick strength if the hostile bid ts 
more than one.) 

‘5. A “forcing overcall,” as it is usually 
called—a suit bid one higher than necessary 
to barely overcall the original bid, such ag 
two spades over one heart or three cluhs 
over one spade. This is generally a semi- 
forcing bid, partner being obliged to respond 
with very moderate strength. Some use 
this bid only to show two-suiters, preferring 
a “strategic” informatory double with strong 
one-suiters, a normal double with three- 
suiters and a no-trump with virtual foure 
suiters. 

6. A higher bid of the same suit hid by 
the original bidder, such as two hearts over 
the opponent’s call of one heart. This al- 
ways shows a powerful hand, and partner 
must not pass. Also shows game practically 
certain and slam likely at some declaration. 
Also indicates likely control of first round 
of the suit bid, possibly no losers at all in 
the suit, through ability to ruff it, or the 
singleton ace or doubleton king-queen. 

7. A pre-emptive overcall, at least tw9 
higher than necessary, such as three spades 
over one heart or four clubs over one dia- 
mond. These bids usually indicate probable 


effensive trick strength within two of thi 
number of tricks bid if the side is vulner 
able, within three if not vulnerable, and 
hand practically valueless except at the bi 
suit. Many players make no guarantee 
any defensive strength with such bids.

aX, go sailed for the antarctic, mark- 
ep“ ing America’s entry into a game 
—~— that is at once the most roman- 
tic and one of the most profitable in the 
world today. We in the United States had 
heard little about the activities of the whal- 
ers in the far south until the C. A. Larson 
consented to help the Byrd expedition 
through the ice on its way to Little Ameri- 
ca. To us the waters and islands surround- 
ing the antarctic continent were a bleak, 
inhospitable region—uninhabited and unin- 
habitable, fit only to bring glory to intrepid 
explorers. 

The truth is that for several decades the 
far south has been of great importance to 
our industrial life—has been the scene of 
an annual rush of ever-increasing volume, 
comparable in importance and sensational 
greatness only to the California and Alaska 
gold rushes and the tremendous excitement 
of three centuries ago over Spitzbergen’s 
wealthy waters. 

About 150 ships and some 6,000 men are 
laboring near the antarctic circle this sea- 
son. Probably about 2,000,000 barrels of 
whale oil, with a value of $50,000,000, will 
be taken out of those regions in some three 
months time. 

For years the Norwegians, intensely prac- 
tical and arrogantly hardy, have been act- 
ing a viking epic in the far south withost 
any publicity to speak of. Probably they did 
not want the news of their activities to De 
broadcast.

But the Scotch were canny. “Our friend 
Bull was not very convincing in manner— 
and what could an artist and a scientist 
know about business and commerce? 50 
these millions -per year have since gone to 
Norway.” 

Then Brown goes on to tell how it started 
the following year: 

“Captain Larsen, who we hoped would be 
our station manager, lost his ship on the

The industry died many successive 
deaths as the demands for its products de- 
creased. Baleen, wrongly called whalebone 
and once highly prized for the manufac- 
ture of such things as corsets and um- 
brellas, was largely displaced by steel and 
today is of minor importance—it now is 
used in the manufacture of certain kinds 
of brushes. Whale oil, once widely used for 
candles and Jamps, was almost entirely dis- 
placed by stearin and kerosene. Our own 
New Bedford industry was killed by techni- 
cal progress and the consequent changes in 
commercial demands, 

Today many of our well-known grades of 
soap ape made from whale oll, During the 
war it was used for making glycerine, and 
several manufacturers of 
oleomargarine have found in this splendid 
animal fat the basis for an excellent prod- 
uct.

In the matter of technical methods, how- 
ever, the industry is an excellent illustra- 
tion of the idea that history moves in 
cycles. 

Probably the first whales ever used by 
nan were the ones that were washed up 
on shore, dead. Then came the day of 
shore stations, when the whales were spot- 
ted from lookout towers and men in open 
boats went out to kill them and tow them 
back to land. Later yot came the use of 
whaling ships, predecessors of our modern 
floating factories—salling vessels that mov- 
ed out of such ports as New Bedford, carry- 
ing a number of smaller boats to be used 
for the actual killing. Those Moby Dick 
days of long three-year voyages came to an 
end, and the cycle again reverted to the 
use of land stations. 

Svend Foyn's invention, mounted on 
small, mobile steamers, made It possible to 
build land refineries on a larger scale than 
they had ever been built before. Many of 
these land stations still thrive. In the ant-

Radio, too, is a technical development 
that helps to make modern antarctic whal- 
ing possible on its present lines. Few busi- 
ness enterprises today have so efficient a 
system of wireless gommunication. 

Exactly as members of the Byrd expedi- 
tion were in constant touch with their 
homes, so the crews of the modern whalers 
are in touch with their people in Tonsberg 
and Sandefjord. Exactly as Byrd in Little 
America continued to run his business af- 
fairs in New York, New Zealand and Eu- 
rope, so the captain of a whaler is in con- 
stant touch with his business, the fluctua- 
tions of stock prices as influenced by the 
daily catch of the fleet, and the luck ol 
whalers in other waters. Exactly as Byrd 
was in constant touch with his outlying 
parties such as Gould's geological party, so 
the captain of a mother ship is in constant 
touch with his catchers. 

The latter may stea_1 far out of sight of 
the factory ship—fifty or a hundred miles 
away—in their search for prey. Each is un- 
der the command of a gunner, a man who 
has that sixth sense concerning whales that 
spells the difference between success or fail- 
ure in catching them, but otherwise may 
have not a thing in his head. Many gun- 
ners are illiterate, and many have no 
knowledge whatever of navigation. When 
they find themselves at sea, far from the 
_mother ship, and want to tow their catches 


back, they simply step to the telephone on 
the bridge and get their bearings from the 
radio man on the factory. 

During the last season a few attempts 
were made to bring aviation into the game. 
It was thought that the patrol work done 
by catchers in merely looking for “whales 
could be done much more cheaply and :ef- 
ficiently by radio equipped planes. 

The suceess of these attempts with avia- 


tion has not yet been reported. 
Undoubtedly there is a tremen- 
dous pessibility for cutting costs 
through the use of planes, 


into the bow of the stern, and over these 
the carcasses are hauled aboard for flensing 
and cutting up. In others, as with the Sir 
James Clark Ross, which recently came to 
New York, the carcasses are simply floated 
alongside for flensing, the ship’s winches 
pulling the blubber aboard. 

Most of the floating factories, unlike the 
land stations, which are compelled by law 
to utilize all by-products, keep only the oil 
of the whales and throw everything else 
away. Although there is a great deal of 
profit in by-products, their utilization is not 
at all popular with the gunners and work- 
men. This is due primarily to the foolish 
system of paying bonuses purely on the 
basis of, the number of barrels of oil pro- 
duced—and thus putting a premiium on 
wastefulness. 


Lately, however, the industry has become 
a bit more economical. The larger boats, 
such as the huge new “Kosmos,” recently 
built in England, are completely equipped 
for grinding the bones to make borfe meal, 
and burning the meat to make fertilizer. 
Some of them even contain machinery for 
canning the meat. 

This is a step very much in the right di- 
rection. The flesh of a whale is very much 
like beef, with no oily taste whatever. It 
seems a shame to use it for fertilizer if it 
can be used at all for direct human con- 
sumption. The Japanese and such organi- 
zations as the French Foreign Legion buy 
large quantities of whale meat, and now at- 
tempts are being made to introduce it in 
this country. : 

We have a can of whale meat before us 
at the present writing, and if the tinned 
product is anywhere near as good as the 
fresh meat we ate in the Faroe islands, 
we will have a feast. Nevertheless we doubt 
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duction of some new food. 

Ambergris, occasionally found in the 
bodies of diseased whales, is a highly sought 
by-product because the perfume industry 
pays fabulous prices for it. Lately, too, I 
have heard that attempts are being made 
to extract adrenalin from the glands of 
whales, saving a lot of the infinite labor 
needed to get the substance from cattle. 

Despite the fact that foreign capital is 
being poured into antarctic whaling by the 
millions, the Norwegians still have a 
strangle-hold on the industry—and they 
will probably keep it. All the whaling ships 
in the far south, no matter by whom they 
are owned, are manned by these hardy 
vikings. Other nationalities have been tried 
—Japanese, Scotchmen, Argentinians—but 
none of them could stand up under the 
long, strenuous hours, the overpowering 
smell and the working conditions, which 
are often extremely uncomfortable, 

The Norwegians, moreover, are a clannish 
lot, and guard their supremacy with some 
jealousy. It is extremely doubtful whether 
a company setting out to use some other 
nationality on its ships could buy the neces- 
sary Svend Foyn harpoons from the Nor- 
wegian manufacturers or could hire the 
Norwegian gunners to shoot them. 

On these gunners hinges the entire ven- 
ture. Their uncanny skill in outguessing 
the whales, in knowing just about where 
the beasts are going to come to the sur- 
face after sounding, and in steering their 
catchers to the spot, ready to shoot the 
harpoon, is a matter that seems beyond 
explanation. These men simply know their 
work and do it—they don't teach it. Hours 


of exasperating effort and tons of precious 
coal may be wasted by a man who hasn't 
that ability to piace his boat within shoot-

Recently 
the Norwegian gunners formed a whaling 
company of their own—a concern in which 
only they own stock. 

All the hardihood and the swashbuckling 
braggadocio of the ancient Vikings seem 
to have been preserved in these modern 
descendants. Wonderful is the power of 
money, and there is nothing particularly 
unusual in the story of the taxi parade put 
on by a gunner who returned to Tonsberg 
after a successful season. Not content with 
the transportation furnished by one taxi, 
he hired all the cabs in town to follow him 
around—as befits a big whale and blubber 
man from the antarctic. 

There is the touching story, too, of the 
man who had been a gunner in the north 
in his younger days, and made his pile, 
and retired. Idleness, however, was more 
irksome than the strenuous life he had 
once led, and at the age of eighty he was 
seized with an overpowering desire to die 
at the gun. He succeeded in shipping south 
on a whaler—an old man, his eyes gleaming 
once more with the lust for adventure. 
And he achieved ambition. He died on that 
cruise with his boots on, warring once more 
against the elements. 

In the accounts we have read in the last 
few years of antarctic exploration not near- 
ly enough credit was given to the explora- 
tory work of the whalers. The Bay of 
Whales, where Amundsen and Byrd had 
their bases; McMurdo Sound, made famous 
by Shackleton and Scott; Cape Adare and 
other historic sites, have been visited again 


and again by whalers—but these men are 
engaged in commercial pursuits in which 
publicity plays no part.

but there are also drawbacks 
that may outweight the ad- 
vantages. For one thing, there 
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of again. Then there is the limit- 
ed weather range for plane work.

Just how long the present 
Slaughter of the whales will con- 
tinue—at a rate that often ex- 
ceeds 600 per floating factory a 
season—can only be guessed.

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A Billion a Year for Golf 


That’s the Cost of Their Putts and Slices to America’s 3,000,000 Golfers—Not Counting the 
Players on Our 50,000 Miniature Courses. But This Is Not Wasted Money—It Provides 
Wages for Thousands of Workers as Well as Exercise for Those Swinging the Clubs

NGUS MACDIVOT comes from & 
small town in Pennsylvania. He 
remembers that one day when he 
was a very small boy he was idling 
down a country road kicking uy the dust 
with his baretoes. Suddenly his languid 
progress was arrested by the sight of two 


cows. The cows were gazing over a fence 
at a strange figure. Little Angus joined 
them, 


He saw a man standing in a pasture. 
The man held an upraised stick and he re- 
garded with fierce intensity a small white 
object on the ground. 

“Kill it, mister!’’ shouted little Angus. 

Instead of appreciating this encourage- 
ment the man turned and in a tone of 
suppressed fury cried: 

“Never do that again! Never! You must 
make no noise when a golfer is addressing 
the ball. The worst thing you can do. The 
rudest.” 

Grown to man’s estate with comfortable 
riches, J. Angus MacDivot often laughs 
at the incident over his cold glass of 
Scotch-and in whe locker room. It had 
beenais privilege to observe one of Ameri- 
ca’s first golfers. Now that he is one of 
our three million golf bugs he can look back 
upon this pioneer of the cow pasture with 
a@ proper appreciation of his significance. 

In 1890 the game of golf was practically 
unknown in the United States. Those dar- 
ing travelers who had been to England 
brought back tales of silly foreigners who 
seemed to derive a deep delight from hit- 
ting a ball with a stick and following it up 
to smite it again. The announcement was 
accepted as final proof that the mother 
country had gone effeminate and the first 
Players who dared public opinion in this 
country were greeted with appropriate ridi- 
cule. 

Today golf is played—or played at—by 
so many thousands that it has created a 
major industry in this country. More peo- 
ple play golf than any other game. Golf is 
a bigger business than that of men’s cloth- 
ing. It runs close to the value of bread 
and other bakery products. 

Angus MacDivot and his multiples have 
built in the United States over 4,000 golf 
clubs and some 5,800 courses. These last 
include 228 municipal and public links and 
private courses where any one can play for 
the payment of a fee. Of the 3,000,000 
players, about 1,750,000 belong to clubs. The 
iemaining 1,250,000 are the less fortunate 
fanatics who have to stand in line at mu- 
nicipal links or play when they get a 
chance at courses controlled by private 
capital. 

American has invested about $1,300,000,- 
000 in golf courses, Other figures on the 
golf balance sheet are so long that they 


jook like transcontinental freight trains. ” 


Soon after the war a group of statisticians 
who also were golf bugs thought it would 
be interesting to make a complete survey 
of the nation’s golf resources. They bur- 
rowed into the statistics only to emerge 
some months later with frightened looks 
on their pale faces. 

“Well.” said their waiting associates, 
“how big is the country’s golf industry?” 

“We didn't finish our work.” said one 
delver. “We got far enough to discover 


that the figure was incredible. It scared 
us so we decided to go no further and to 
make no report to the public. The bolshe- 
viki are on the rampage, vou know. If we 
told how much money goes into golf in this 
country it would be an effective argument 
against the American economic system.”

Golf has become so universal 
in the United States that it is no longer 
the rich man’s game; penniless radicals 
struggle with its intricacies as ardently as 
burly bankers. 

You may be frightened by golf statistics, 
but if you are the sort of person who can 
be staggered by figures prepare to be stag- 
gered: 

An expert estimates that $600 a year is 
an average expenditure for a member of a 
club. That includes dues, meals, lockers, 
green fees, clothes, supplies, an occasional 
bottle of rye from the club's bootlegger, 
etc. At this rate the clubs of the country 
are responsible for the expenditure of 
$1,050,000,000 every vear. That does not 
take into consideration the million and a 
quarter persons who dig their divots on 
public and commercial! courses. Estimating 
their expenditures at the mild figure of $50 
a year, we have another annual! outpouring 
of $62,500,000. 

Together they roll up for the golf indus- 
try the grand (even total of 
$1,112,500,000. 

You have there the present actuality. 
Take a deep breath and gaze into the 
future a bit. 

“The popularity growing so 
rapidly,’ says the superintendent of parks 
in a goif-mad Ohio city, “that from ten to 


fifteen million individuals will take up the 
game in the next fifteen vears. This wil! 
make necessary the building of many thou- 
sand new clubs and the purchase of about 
3,000,000 acres of land.”

for such figures or they don't mean a thing. 
Consider, then, the commonwealth of Dela- 
ware. Turn the entire state into golf 
courses. Then take a second slice out cf 
the national acreage of the same extent.

If{ you can get a picture of this area 
twice as large as Delaware turned into golf 
courses you have a fairly accurate idea of 
what it would mean to devote three more 
million acres to this ancient and honorable 
pastime.

An old-time economist might gasp and 
moan over the tremendous amounts spent 
on this game. If he didn't look at them 
closely he might consider all this money 
wasted. A common sense view of the mat- 
ter will prove that this golden flood acts as 
a nourisher and a bM@ssing to other indus- 
tries. Says the president of a large West- 
chester club: 


“The money spent on golf is not eaten | 


It buys materials and la- 
bor. Consider all the different lines of 
manufacturing that are given a broader 
market. Balls are an outlet for the rubber 
industry. Leather goes into shoes and 
bags. A mid-iron furnishes a market for 
niore steel, lumber and leather. Plus-fours 
are cut on a generous scale; that means 
money for the wool grower, the spinner, 
the tailor. Look at the caretaker out there 
on the fairway. He is cutting the grass 
with a power mower. Don't think his labor 
is wasted. The manufacture of the ma- 
chine gave work and called for steel. His 
wages will be distributed through many 
channels for food, clothing and the like.” 

Thereafter he launched off into a dis- 
course on golf as a style creator—showed 
how it had affected the clothes worn ty 
women and men. It had brought in knee 
breeches and may do away with long trous- 
ers altogether. 

You do not think of caddies as important 
units of buying power. But our courses 
employ some 350,000 of these bag toters and 
ball hunters. If they made but an average 
of $15 every vear that would mean a com- 
bined annual income of $5,250,000. The 
money leaves their pockets for candy, cig- 
arets and such. It makes a lot of demands 
on some one's product.

A recent golf phenomenon is the growth 
of the repainting business.

The pro 
was perfectly willing. Usually the club 
didn't care, because the goods were stand- 
ard and of the best quality. 

But the scheme was too profitable to last. 
Rivals of tne firm discovered its agree- 
ment with the professionals. The opposi- 
tion set up loud cries of pain and protest. 
Collecting all the evidence they could, they 
rushed to Washington and laid it before 
the federal trade commission, which de- 
cided that the complaint was just. The 
manufacturer was ordered to cease making 
those exclusive. agreements. ° 


The real estate end of America’s golf de- 
velopment makes an amazing story of its 
qwn. Whenever a course is opened it acts 
as a violent stimulant to the surrounding 
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realty values. The presence of a club adds 
from 20 to 100 per cent to adjacent proper- 
ties. In a certain New York development 
houses were selling sluggishly at $16,000 
each. A golf club bought property near by, 
and prices of the houses were immediately 
hiked to $19,000, at which they sold with- 
out trouble. 

The boost in adjacent values reacts on 
the club property and thé assessors raise 
the taxes on the course. In many cases 
levies become so exorbitant that the club 
has to sell out and move to more distant 
pastures. There are more than 280 golf 
courses in the metropolitan district sur- 
rounding New York, Every one of them is 
wondering whether some day the press of 
population and prices will not force them 


farther out to cheaper lands. This system 
makes a real asset out of the equity in club 
property. A Detroit club which is within 
the growing city’s limits was recently val- 
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ued at $20,000,000. Its officers are wonder- 
ing whether they ought to cash in. A Los 
Angeles club faced with a similar happy 
crisis sold out for a 200 per cent profit. 
Years ago the St. Albans Club on Long 
Island was valued at $400,000. Offers cf 
$1,250,000 have been made for the property. 
The Fox Hills Clubs on Staten Island, New 
York, was established four years ago for 
about $400,000; they have been offered a 
million for the land. 

The country has gone golf with such a 
vengeance that every small town ecither 
wants or has a course. Villages of a thou- 
sand persons in western states now have 
their own clubs. If the town is too small to 
support the course alone two or three core 
porations within golfing distance establish 
a course at some point convenient to all, 
No obstacle is too great to prevent the golf 
fanatics from putting on their fairways. In 
Vermont solid rock was blasted out for a 
nine-hole links. Down in Florida Lake 
Worth was sucked dry for a 110-acre course, 
New Mexico at Cloudcroft has a course 
9,000 feet above sea level. 

British and American enthusiasts have 
taken the game to the ends of the earth, 
There is a course at Tocopilla, Chile, with- 
out a single blade of grass. The players are 
guided from hole to hole by lines of daz- 
zling white shells. Explorers burst through 
the jungle to a clearing in the Belgian 
Congo to find white men solemnly putting 
or fervently cursing misplaced shots. The 
holes were coffee cans; the caddies were 
blacks as naked as Adam. 

So great is our national passion for golf 
that it has gone beyond the stage of a fad 
and become a real necessity, Philanthro-« 
pists have recognized it as such and have 
put it on the same footing as the more 
direct charities. The elder Patterson, who 
headed the National Cash Register Com- 
pany, gave to Dayton, Ohio, what was per- 
haps the first American property ever do- 
nated for a course. There are now two 
eighteen-hole courses on it. And many 
other rich men have made it possible for 
less fortunate citizens to enjoy the game 
they love so much.

“‘taske for almost every bet and 
flower lover. The first day of De- 


wi time to do two things: Lilies of the vale 
ley should be started for Christmas and 
sweet peas should be planted for the out- 
of-doors garden. There are but a few days 
in the year set aside for gardening. The 
first day of December for lilies of the val- 
ley and sweet peas and Good Friday for 
beans are two of the more famous ones. 
The very modern gardeners smile a bit at 
these old-fashioned rules of thumb that our 
grandmothers followed but most flower 
lovers have found that there are vears of 
profitable experience behind these so-called 
superstitions. 


LILIES OF THE VALLEY 

Lilies of the valley planted early on the 
morning of December the first should be 
starting in to bloom about the 21st of De- 
cember and last with proper care over New 
Year's day. By the way, there isn't a more 
attractive Christmas gift than a pot of 
these beautiful flowers. If vou doubt this 
ask any florist how many pots are sold for 
this purpose. Planting them yourself is 
much more economical and adds that won- 
derful touch of a part of the giver with the 
gift. 

Last fall at the flower show two enormous 
beds of lilies of the valley grown in pots 
created quite a sensation and, because of 
the stimulus a great many people found 
what is true, that lily of the valley makes 
the finest indoor plant. Because of the fact 
that so many apartments and homes are 
steam heated, some of the other bulbs that 
have been used in the past are not as satis- 
factory as they were. However, lily of the 
valley thrives under these conditions and 
may be grown very easily. 

The prepared pips, such as*are sold by 
seed stores are necessary for growing in 
the pots. About six pips should be planted 
in a four or five-inch shallow pot. The tips 
of the pips should be just above the level 
of the soil, but first cut off half of the 
roots that are on the pips. Any good rich 
soil will do for this purpose, but for best 
results, use prepared bulb fibre. Prepared 
bulb fiber generally contains peat moss, 
eharcoal and bone meal in the proper prc- 
portions. 


Soak the planted pot thoroughly and 
place in a warm room where the sun will 
reach it as often as possible. When they 
are planted in this manner they will bloom 
in about 15 or 20 days. After you have 
raised a few pots of these beauties you will 
probably be able to bloom them in even 
shorter length of time than that. 


In order to have a continuous supply of 
these for the house during the winter, plant 
several pots and bury them in the ground 
after they have been soaked thoroughly. 
These may be taken up as they are needed 
and brought into the house. This may be 
done all through the winter, so be sure and 
plant plenty of them so that they will not 
run out. 

This same system of planting may be 
used for tulips and hyacinths. The double 
and single early tulips are the best tulips 
for this particular purpose and the ex- 
hibition hyacinths are the best hyacinths, 
Both the tulips and the hyacinths may be 
procured in a number of colors and will add 
much to the beauty and color of the house 
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LILY 


ihroughout the winter. Have a pot of the 


old-fashioned French Roman hyacinths. 
They are very pretty, and particularly 
fragrant. 

Successive plantings every two weeks 


bring a wonderful touch of life even on 
the dreariest of winter days and keep us 
in close communion with mother nature, 
even in the tiniest apartments. 

Whether it be daffodils or freesias, val- 
ley lilies or hyacinths, as soon as bloom 
period and use in the indoor garden is over 
knock the bulbs out of their respective pots 
and plant outdoors, for in a few seasons 
they will have regained their strength and 
will make nice spring shows outdoors. 

For true flower lovers, indoor gardening 
is real sport and adventure. 

If you have not as yet experienced the 
thrill of home-grown Christmas flowers, 
it matters not whether vou live in a coun- 
try bungalow or a crowded city apartment, 


the opportunity awaits you. 
Lilies of the valley may also be planted 
out of doors. For planting out of doors a 


different kind of lily of the 
must be used. As a general rule the two- 
vear-old American grown pips are consider- 
ed best for this purpose, while the imported 
treated pips are best for forcing indoors. 

These outdoor pips should be planted tn 
a cool, moist, shady place. The soil need 
not necessarily be heavy or verv loamy, 
but should be damp. Since these pips multi- 
piy rapidly they should be planted about 
six inches apart, which should make a nice 
thick bed within two or three years 

Be very careful when purchasing these 
pips that the proper kind is obtained

The best fertilizer for these outdoor lily 
of the valley pips is weli-rotted stable ma- 
nure or pwlverized sheep manure. Thi

should be worked into the soi] thoroughly 
ten days or two weeks before planting the 
bed. 

These outdoor lilies of the valley may be 
depended upon to give a_ succession of 
blooms for from four to eight weeks, de- 
pending on weather conditions, 

SWEET PEAS 

The second job for the first day of De- 
cember is that of planting the sweet peas. 
This is a most important job as their proper 
planting is of utmost importance and some- 
what different from the planting of most 
other flower seeds. 

To make a success of growing sweet peas 
in the outdoor garden the preparation of 
the soil is especially important since it js 
important that peas have long roots. There 
seems to be some very definite relation be- 
tween the length of the roots and’ the 
length of the stems of the flowers. when 
they are blooming. The longer the stems 
the longer you may feel stire are the roots, 
For these long roots there must be a deep 
trench prepared. 

Dig a trench the width of the 
and about 18 inches deep. Throw the rich 
top soil on one side of the trench, to be 
used later. The balance of the soil and sub- 


spade 


soil should be thrown to the other side, 
to be disposed of later. Then spade up 
and turn over the subsoil in the bottom 
of the trench to gain the very best of 
drainage. This securing of good drainage 
may be aided by placing pieces of broken 
clay pots, broken bricks, or other refuse 


of similar character, mixing about half and 


half with sand or lieght loam. Cover thi! 
drainage to make ten inches, using a prepe 
aration made from the wood, rich soil which 


was taken from the top. mixed with liberal 
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amounts of sheep manure and bone meal, 
Sweet peas thrive best in sweet soil, so if 
there is any doubt as to whether or not 
the soil is sweet enough add some lime to 
this mixture. 

If it is not possible to plant sweet peas 
in ground where they have been previously 
grown, we strongly recommend the use of 
stimugerm for sweet peas, This nitrogen fix< 
ing bacteria will assist you in finding an 
extra short route to sweet pea success, This 
inoculation will “fix” the colors in the 
sweet peas and by causing the plant to make 
large deposits of nitrogenous nodules on 
the roots cause a heavier, better growth. 

Experience has shown that for best re« 
sults the seed should be planted in a layer 
of sand, covering them about one or two 
inches, and thoroughly settling them down 
with & good soaking. It has also been sug- 
gested that two rows of sweet peas be plante 
ed in the trench. One row of the early wine 
ter flowering and the other the regular 
Spencer sweet peas. These early flowering 
sweet peas will start to flower about one 
week or 10 days ahead of the Spencers, This 
combination of these two best varieties will 
prolong the blooming period by at least 50 
per cent. These two rows may be spaced 
apart about six inches, the idea being to 
erect the trellis in such a position that one 
row of peas will grow mostly on one side 
of 4he trellis and the other row on the 
other side of the trellis, 

As the young plants 
through the soil cover them with earth 
every five or ten days, particularly in eold 
weather. Keep this up until the trench be« 
comes level with the ground. By following 
this very simple method you will obtain 
long, deep roots so necessary in the proper 
raising of sweet peas. When the plants have 
made four or five joints, cut them back to 
within one or two joints of the ground, 
This gives a healthier and more stocky 
plant. 

During the blooming period, a plentiful 
supply of moisture is quite necessary as 
these plants are heavy feeders and drink« 
ers. At this same blooming period it is a 
good plan to give them a fairly heavy fer- 
tilization with some good high-grade com- 
mercial fertilizer, such as loma. 

A beautiful feature of sweet peas is their 
unselfishness. The more they give, the more 
they want to give. For this reason cut the 
blossoms often. If there are more than 
you can use give them to that friend across 
the fence. The peas will continue to bloom 
even more than at first. 

Anyone can grow swect peas successfully 
if these simple instructions are followed 
carefully. They are one of the daintiest and 
most attractive flowers in cultivation, and 
aside from the satisfaction gained from 
the actual growing of them you will secure 
great pleasure in sending freshly gathered 
blossoms to your neighbors and friends 
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termined to make and sent my brokers &a 
wire leaving the market in their hands to 
do as they thought best with the account. 
They are fine fellows, those brokers of mine, 
and I believed they would do the best they 
could for me. Anyhow, the quiver of a 
poorer man’s hand had got me. Why should 
I cringe and fear for the loss of a few 
thousand dollars when he was facing star- 
vation? 

The Swan island people had been badly 
advised in bringing their suit. The worst 
thing that could possibly happen to.them 
would be to win it. A victory would start 
a feud between the poor white people of 
Knott's island and their club—a feud that 
would last for generations. As their prop- 
erty stands, they hold in undisputed sov- 
ereignity the greatest game preserve on the 
Atlantic seaboard—six thousand acres of 
beach, marsh and islands, the haunt of 
millions of geese, duck and swan. The six 
square miles of land uncer open water, to 
which they are laying claim, could add 
little to their sport. They already have 
25 of the best shooting points in the world. 
There are only nine active members of the 
club and they can get their limit before 
noon on any day that’s fit to shoot. I wrote 
their president to this effect and begged 
him not to press the claim. 

But they decided to make good their 
alleged title to six square miles of the open 
waters of the sound over which hundreds 
of natives had been gunning and fishing 
for two centuries—and the fight is on. 

The boys w:th Bennie Ansell had engaged 
the services of three able lawyers. all of 
them duck hunters, and they didn't have 
money enough to pay for the gasoline to 
carry them to Elizabeth Citv. The lawyers 
were serving their cause as comrades of the 
chase. 

Pudge DeVinney, of Norfolk, the senior 
counsel on our side, drove down to hold a 
conference wtih me the day before the 
trial. The action was a suit in equity for 
& permanent injunction restraining the 
hunters over the six square miles of water 
from trespassing. The judge gave me 
quickly the outlines of the argument 2n 
each side. The case was 2a complicated and 
difficult one from a legal] poi-t of view. 
There were conflicting opinions. The club 
had placed itself in a strong position by 
taking a year to register its title under the 
Torrenz larid act. This law provides for 
an “incontestable” registration oi deeds. No 
protest had been ventured by the people 
concerned. The actual deed possessed by 
the club is based on an alleged grant by 
the state about 1835 of the title to this 
land under water. For the moment che 
club shields itself from any question as to- 
this deed by claiming that its registration 
under the Torrenz act makes even a fraud 
an honest title. 


Judge DeVinny thought we would have 
to be triea before Judge Isaac Meekins, 
whose home is in the district—one of the 
best equipped and ablest men on the Fed- 
eral bench. I hadn't appeared in a law 
court as an attorney in forty-two years, but 
I knew that this judge was a well-balancea, 
wholesome human being, end planned my 
speech accordingly. 

The day of the trial Cawned through 
fierce storm clouds. It wes pouring rain 
in torrents, and the wind was howling. 
Bennie was to cal] for me at 6:30. I had 
my breakfast at 5:30 end waited in vain 
for him till ten minutes past 7. We must 
drive through the storm 35 miles to Nor- 
folk and pick up the two lawyers, and then 
drive 60 miles to Elizabeth City and get into 
court by 10:30. 

Bennie was shivering with anxiety. 

“I'm terrible sorry we're late,” he panted. 
“But our gasoline got water in it and we 
had to stop three times to drain the car- 
buretor. I'm afraid we won't make it.” 

“We've got to make it,” I answered, “We'l! 
get another car if we have to.”’ 

A friend had loaned him the car and in- 
sisted that he could get there on time. 

“Ell have the first garage we come to, 
biow the water out for us,” he promised. 

We sprang into the machine and she 
balked and stopped two miles up the road. 
Bennie groaned and figeted in agony while 
the boy drained the water out. 

“Do you think they'll decide it afore we 
git there?” he eculped. 

It would have been funny--the twitchine 
of the muscles of his face with every touch 
of the wrench—-had it not been so trag'c 
Through the splash of rain on the wind- 
shield I could see his humble little home 
with wife and babies waiting for news that 
would mean food and clothes or:stark want. 

I gripped his arm: 

“Don't worry Bennie. The court will not 
try the case on a day of storm like this 
without our lawyers.” 

“Ye reckon not?” he faltered. 

The engine balked five times more on the 
way to Norfolk, but we got there at 8:40, 
ten minutes late, and found our two lawyers 
waiting in the office of United States Dis-

trict Attorney Kear, He is a duck hunter 
and had volunteered his services with Judge 
DeVinny. Bennie picked up some wit- 
nesses. I got into the District Attorney's 
car and we made the sixty miles to Eliza- 
beth City in an hour and a half. The court- 
room was already packed with the people 
from Knott's island, friends and partisians 
of the men who were on trial for trespass. 

But the anxious crowd of natives was 
not the only feature of the situation that 
immediately met our attention. The club 
president sat behind the most impressive 
array of counsel I’had ever seen in a court- 
room of my native state. They had the 
ablest firm of lawyers in Elizabeth City. 
They had as leading counsel a distinguished 
attorney who was slated by his party to be 
the next governor of North Carolina and 
to cap the climax of our discomfort, they 
had James H. Pou. the biggest trial lawyer 
of the state, the Max Steuet of the south. 

I had known Pou: since we were young- 
sters in the legislature together, forty-odd 
years ago. And on this occasion I was not 
glad to see him. He had grown into a 
giant of the bar, celebrated not only for 
his eloquence, but equally celebrated fo:_his 
mastery of the principles of law and his 
Skill in its practice. 

I had never met Mr. Kear before, out 


had an unexpected piece of good luck. 
Their third witness was Poynter, the old 
superintendent of the club, now on their 
pension roll. He turned out to be a sur- 
prise to his employers. He was called on [to 
testify for them against his native friends 
and neighbors accused of trespass. He had 
been working there for 42 years and Knew 
every foot of the ground in question. He 
regarded an oath as a very serious and 
sacred thing. And he had made up his 
mind to tell the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth. 

Under our genial cross-examination the 
gist of his testimony turned out to be in 
our favor. He swore that the club had 24 
good shooting points and that the blinds 
used by Bennie Ansell and his friends 
really did not interefere with the birds on 
Swan island property. 

The president of the club. in an hour's 
careful testimony, did all he could to over- 
come his man’s mistakes, but didn't quite 
succeed. 

At lunch time the plaintiffs rested their 
case and the court adjourned for an hour. 
The room hummed with excited whispers. 

Bennie bent close—his face pale and 
drawn: 

“How do you think it’s agoin’?” 

“We've got a chance,’ I assured him. 
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knew he was a man of high standing, an 
able and efficient United States district 
attorney. The fourth member of our group 
was McMullen a fine local duck hunting 
attorney, who volunteered to help us. We 
had legal ability on our side—ot the highest 
order—but the case had been sprung on 
us so quickly there had been little time for 
preparation against the men who had been 
working for the club for months. 

And their first maneuver was to take 
advantage of our lack of preparation. They 
moved tor a judgment on the ground that 
no answer to their suit had been filed be- 
fore the case had been called. 


Judge DeVinny had the answer in his 
hand and offered it to the other side. They 
refused to read it and demanded judgment. 

Judge Meekins smiled and shook his 
head. 

“Read both the complaint and answer in 
open court and proceed with the trial, gen- 
tlemen. 

The complaint, an action 
ing a permanent injunction against the 
cefendants from trespassing on the lands 
otf the Swan Island Club, was read by the 
other side.

McMullen made the motion and delivered 
a scathing cold-blooded analysis of the poor 
case presented by the club. He attacked 
their certificate of a registered title as in- 
sufficient evidence of a deed to the prop- 
erty and ripped to pieces their claims to 
damage In trespass. I opened my eves in 
admiration of his ability. 

The coming governor of the state sprang 
to his teet and delivered an eloquent an- 
swer. He had the case at his finger tips 
and made a deep impression on the judge. 
I could tell by the close attention paid to 
every sentence that fell from his lips. He 
quoted Case after case to prove his conten- 
Lions 

Judge DeVinny followed and piled up 
case after case in our favor. He had a 
Stack of sheepskin-bound volumes nearly 
three teet hiah and used every one of them. 


do your level best for us?” he 
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The district attorney asked me to fol- 
low with my appeal and I promptly did it. 
I have never felt a graver sense of re- 
sponsibility in 50 years experience as & 
speaker. I had won my first fame as an 
orator and whispered a prayer to the Lord 
to help me out this once—if never again. 


I took the ground that an injunction was 
not the proper remedy in such a Case he- 
cause of the cruel and terrible consequences 
that must immediately befall the poor men 
who would be deprived of their bread while 


the issue was being decided on its merits’ 


by the higher courts of appeal. No matter 
what the technical legal rights of the club 
might be on the face of their showing, @ 
court of equity could go behind these tech- 
nicalities of law and find the real issues 
of right and wrong justice and injustice. 

I drew a picture of hard-working, honest 
men who had made their living—they and 
their fathers—for more than 200 years ‘n 
these open navigable waters of the sound. I 
denounced the grant of the people's sov- 
ereign rights to land under water by a 
stupid or corrupt official of the state, no 
matter how many times such a title had 
been registered by a county clerk. I de- 
nounced their deed as a fraud which the 
supreme court of the United States would 
destrov as they had Mr. Doheny’s title to 
the public lands of the west 


A dissolution of the injunction could work 
no ill to the club. They had plenty of good 
shooting and the money to appeal and 
fight the case to the bitter end if they 
desired: Our poor men couldn't appeal. 
They faced starvation. 

The natives had not been able to follow 
the learned lawyers, but they knew what I 
was talking about, leaned forward in their 
seats and hung on every word. I saw the 
judge leaning forward, too, and out of the 
corner of my eve caught the frown on the 
faces of our opponents. They knew that my 
speech was far afield from legal rule, and 
so did I. They also knew that its human 
appeal had presented a real danger. 

Pou rose quickly and delivered a learned 
and eloquent speech showing from prece- 
dents that an injunction was the proper 
remedy fog continued trespass. 

We claimed the right to close the argu- 
ment. Their legal expert made a telling 
compilation of authorities to prove their 
title to land under navigable waters. I was 
amazed at the long list of conflicting opin- 
ions that seemed to contradict our claims of 
the people's ownership of inalienable rights. 

Kear, the district attorney. summed up 
our case in a telling legal argument at 
which the judge began to smile genially, 
The other side caught the smile with con- 
sternation. 

When Kear closed his last volume of de- 
cisions and sat down a moment's dead Si- 
lence followed. You could have heard a pin 
fall. I saw his honor smile again as he 
turned to the learned counsel of the club. 

“I don't see. gentlemen, how I can deprive 
these poor men of their living by an injunc- 
tion when your own witness. Mr. Poynter, 
has sworn point blank that they are not 
hurting your sport’—— 

An excited murmur swept the crowded 
courtroom and every lawyer for the club 
jumped at the same moment and rushed 
to the judge, each talking at the same time, 
begging for a moment in which to raise new 
points before a final decision should be 
made. 

Kear threw up his hands and smiled at 
the judge. , 

“I thought we had the right to close the 
argument, your honor—but it’s all right~ 
so far as we are concerned—let them talk.” 

The judge humored them. He not only 
allowed all three of their trial attorneys to 
make new speeches and advance new argu- 
ments. he took a hand in it, himself, asked 
Pou a hypothetical question and demanded 
an answer as a legal expert. 

Pou squared himself an@ launched into 
an eloquent plea for his views of the whole 
case as well as the question propounded. 

The judge smiled again and shook nis 
head: 

“No—I'm going to dissolve the injunction 
and let vour side take the case to the court 
of appeals. You have plenty of money and 
plenty of time, and vou're not being hurt by 
these trespassers.” 

I waved my arm to Bennie in token of 
victory and he rushed to the bar and 
gripped mv hand:

And, 
through a sixih sense possessed by agents 
who have spent years in greeting peo- 
ple coming from foreign ports to Boston, 
the guilt of the smuggler is readily recog- 
nized. 

These officials at the port will tell you 
that it is apparently the easiest thing in 
the world for a man to walk down the 
gangplank of a steamer arriving from 
Antwerp, London, or any other foreign 
country, with a fortune in unset diamonds 
in his vest pocket. No inspector can see 
through cloth and diamonds are incon- 
spicuous merchandise, taking up little room 
in one’s pocket. 

More Apparent Than Real. 

But, the ease is more apparent than 
real. For in almost every case the smuz- 
gler will make a false move and betray 
himself to the inspector whose duty it is 
to look over his baggage. The false move 
may be nothing more than a trace of 
anxiety unrecognized by the casual observ- 
er. but noted and assayed at its probable 
value by the inspector. 

In which case, the inspector calls his man 
into office and puts him through a series 
of questions, searching him the while, that 
always brings about a confession and the 
discovery of the contraband. This sixth 
sense possessed by customs imspectors of 
any length of service is the most vatuable 
means of detecting smugglers, Surveyor 
Hormel clares. 

Mr. Hormel tells of an experience he had 
with a customs inspector in New York upon 
his arrival from Europe a dozen years ago, 
before he, himself, joined the government 
service. He tells that he came down the 
gangplank to the spot where his luggage 
was placed for examination. On his declara- 
tion was an item telling of two bottles cf 
bay rum which he was bringing into the 
country. 

“You're sure it is bay rum and not some 
other kind?” asked the inspector. “No such 
luck,” was Mr. Hormel’s pleasant rejoinder. 
“All right,’ replied the inspector and pass- 
ed him through without examining any of 
his luggage. 

When Mr. Hormel became surveyor of the 
port of Boston, he said to his assistant, 
Mr. Mann, who had been in the service 
for many years, “That was no way for an 
inspector to act. I might have had a for- 
tune in dutiable goods in my luggage.” 


“But you didn't have, did you?” Mr, 
Mann replied. “No, I didn't,’ said Mr, 
Hormel. 

“Well, don’t you suppose that inspector 
knew tnat?” was the veteian’s answerinz 
question.

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inspector not to bother an obviously honest 
passenger when there were several hundred 
persons getting off that ship, any number 
of whom might be trying to slip something 
through the customs without the formality 
of paying a duty.” 

Of course the seizure of jewels, which 
would-be smugglers most often try to carry 
ashore without declaring their possession, 
is not always brought about by the uncanny 
sense developed by the customs inspectors. 
Scattered all over Europe are under-cover 
acents of the customs service who make 
a note of all sizeable purchases of jewels 
by American tourists. 

A Double-Cross. 

These agents, like as not, are the very 
clerks in a Paris or London jewelry store 
from which the American makes his or her 
purchase. In fact, it isn’t beyond imagin- 
ing that these clerks suggest ways and 
means whereby the purchaser may smug- 
gle his, or often her, jewelry through the 
United States customs and thereby save a 
large sum in duty. 

“It’s being done all the time, madame,” 
insinuates the smooth jewelry salesman. 
And then he tells how one of his clients 
brought into America a pearl necklace by 
sewing it inside her dress. The insinua- 
tion takes root and the lady decides to do 
likewise. She is very much surprised some 
weeks or months later when she sets foot 
on American soil and she is asked to retire 
to the women’s detention room for ques- 
tioning and search. 

An Expensive Failure. 

Of course the jewelry is found just where 
the clerk suggested. The lady loses the neck- 
lace, or diamond brooch, or whatever she 
has attempted to smuggle into the country. 
She must pay a fine up to twice the assayed 
value of the jewelry and is very lucky if 
she doesn’t also become a guest of Uncle 
Sam for a time. 

Little does she know that the smooth 
clerk in the Paris or London jewelry store 
tipped off the American customs agent in 
his city’ as soon as she left the store with 
her purchase. Neither does she suspect that 
a few weeks later the clerk received a check 
for 25 per cent of the value of the jewelry 
seized. This check in many cases repaesents 
more than a year's salary to the clerk who 
tipped off the customs agent. 

A Boston Woman’s Game. 

Customs men will tell you the story of the 
successful and widely known Boston milli- 
ner and couturiere who prospered mightily 
up to a few years ago and then suddenly 
closed up shop and disappeared from the 
ken of her clientele. This woman had a 
stock of the most fashionable gowns and 


hats always on hand at unusually low 
prices. The gowns were apparently of do- 
mestic manufacture, for they had the labels 
of domestic manufacturers sewed in them. 

A prospective purchaser, who was known, 
however, was shown the gown or hat. After 
her admiration had been aroused and it was 
pretty certain she would buy the article if 
she could be convinced she ‘were getting a 
bargain, she would be taken into an inside 
room and the couturiere would lift a corner 
of the American label exposing a Rue de 
La Paix label underneath. The sale made 
was on the spot. 

How the customs -men became suspicious 
of the couturiere is the tale of a tendency 
as old as the hills. Women will not refrain 
from bragging about a bargain. A com- 
petitor of the couturiere finally heard the 
story. She tipped the authorities. They 
visited the couturiere’s shop without giving 
warning, found the double labels and the 
jig was up. 

Also, they found, through questioning the 
couturiere, that she had several confed- 
erates in her scheme for defrauding the 
government of the duty on hats and gowns, 
These confederates would visit the Rue de 
la Paix, buy several gowns, sew American 
labels, that the couturiere furnished, in 
them and bring them in duty free as their 
own wearing apparel. 

Occasionally a bit of costly humor crops 
up on the docks of Boston.
